Mr. Wilson spoke into a microphone in the study ofehis home 
and his address was broadcast to every section of the country by two 
of the most powerful radiophone stations in the Last. ' 

As the address came through a “loud speaker’ in the Wash- 
ington office of the telephone company, 
spondents were assembled, the enunciation was not over clear at 
times and the voice seemed a little husky. 

Mr. Wilson did not read from the prepared manuscript, copies 
of which later were made public, as a voice, apparently that of Mrs. 
Wilson, prompted him occasionally. 
exactly five minutes and at the end Mr. Wilson was heard to ask: 


The text of his address follows: 

: “The anniversary of Armistice day should stir us to great exal- 
tation of spirit because of the proud recollection that it was our day, 
a day above those early days of that never-to-be-forgotten November, 
which lifted the world to the high levels of vision and achievement 
upon which the great war for democracy and right was fought and 
won, although the stimulating memories of that happy time of tri- 
umph are forever marred and embittered for us by the shameful fact 
that when the victory was won—won, be it remembered, chiefly by 
the indomitable spirit and valiant sacrifices of our own unconquera- 
ble soldiers—we turned our backs upon our associates and refused to 
bear any responsible part in the administration of peace, or the firm 
and permanent establishment of the results of the war—won at s0 
terrible a cost of life and treasure—and withdrew into a sullen and 
selfish isolation which is deeply ignoble because manifestly cowardly 


“This must always be a source of deep mortification to us, and 
we shall inevitably be forced by the moral obligations of freedom anda 
honor to retrieve that fatal error and assume.once more the role of 
courage, self-respect and helpfulness which every true American must 
wish and believe to be our true part in the affairs of the world. 
“Great Wrong to Civilization.”’

Cer- 
tainly few radio sets were unattend- 
ed and not tuned in at che scheduled 
moment of 8:28 o’clock (Eastern 
time) when the announcer had fin- 
ished and Mr. Wilson began his ad- 
dress. 

Coolidge “Listens In.” 

Nor has a more distinguished audi- 
ence attended, headed by President 
Coolidge, who has a private receiv- 
ing set in his study at the 
House. Mr.. Coolidge had remarked 
during the day to members of his 
staff that he had no intention of 
missing the Wilson speech. 

There are many Government oPfi- 
cilals also with home radio equip- 
ment, and all, it was evident today, 
had the same disposition to listen in. 

Mr. Wilson remained before his 
desk, in his library on the second 
floor of his home. With only Mrs. 
Wilson and one or two others pres- 
ent and with complete silence out- 
side. the former President must 
have been impressed with the singu- 
larity of the occasion, unique in hfs 
long speech-making career. He had 
delivered talks over the telephone, 
but never over the radio. The ampli- 


| fying device which carried President 


Harding’s inaugural address to all 
Eastern cities had not been perfected 
when Mr. Wilson. made his pro- 
nouncements during the war days, 
and all his former audiences had 
been limited to the carrying distance 
of the human voice. 
Announcer With Him. 

The revolving chair in which Mr. 
Wilson sat was drawn up before 
his flat top, mahogany desk. Near 
by was the chair from the Cabinet 
room of the White House, which he 
took with him when he retired to 
private life, but which he. rarely 
uses. About the four sides of the 
room were his books, in shelves built 
almost to the ceiling. Mr. Wilson 
had crowded every volume he could 
get into his study, but had found it 
necessary to use other roems up 
stairs for the overflow. The former 
President's favorite pictures were 
on the study walls. All are land- 
scapes.

Pointed Out That Enforce- 
ment of Decrees Rests 
Upon Public Opinion, In- 
stead of Force.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States today sent its constituent or- 
ganizations throughout the country 
a report by its Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, strongly recommending the 
Hughes plan for American participa- 
tion in the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice. 

John H. Fahey of New York is 
chairman of the committee signing 
the report, and one of its members 
is F. O. Watts, president of the First 
National Bank in St. Louts. 

The report answers various argu- 
ments that have been brought 
against the court. Those who con- 
tend that the United States would 
be drawn into political entangle- 
ments if it joined the court, the com- 
mittee says, fail to distinguish be- 
tween judicial and political action. 
It is pointed out that the United 
States, without its consent, could not 
he summoned into the court by the 

court itself, by any pation or any 
group of nations. 
on Public Opinion. 

“The decrees of the court,” the 
committee states, ‘‘rest for their en- 
forcement not upon force, but en- 
tirely upon public opinion. Its deci- 
sions are not controlled or subject 
to review. The court is independent 
of political influence. It has a dis- 
tinct legal status separate and apart 
from any association of nations. 

“"The adherence of the United 
States, with a full voice in electing 
the Judges of the court and with the 
understanding that its statute shall 
not be modified without our consent, 


but without recognition of the 
league or the assumption of any 
chligations thereto, would simply 


mean the lending of our moral sup- 
port and some small pecuniary as- 
sistance to the court.” 

With regard to the contention thet 
the court has been erected under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, 
the committee declares that account 
has not been taken of the line of 
cleavage between the court, a judi- 
cial body, and the league ,a politi- 
cal organization. 

“The court did not originate in the 
League of Nations nor in the Ver- 
sailles peace conference,” the com- 
mittee says. “It originated in the 
proposal of the United States at the 
first peace conference at The Hague 
in 1899. It was developed and agreed 
upon in its essential features, ex- 
cept the method of selecting judges, 
in The Hague conference of 1907, 
egain largely ~umer the urgency of 
the United States.’ 

Naming of Judges. 

As to the naming of judges, the 
committee says that it is not advisa- 
ble for the United States to sthere 
to the court unless it Is given a voice 
in the election, but calls attention to 
the fact that Secretary Hughes has 
covered this in a reservation. 

With specific reference to the ar- 
‘gument that through adherence the 
Tinited States would give official re- 
eoenition to the League and become 


committee savs: 

“That would be taken care of 
through the reservation proposed by 
the Secretary of State, providing 
snecifically against legal recognition 
or the assumption of any obligations 
under the covenant of the League.” 

The areument that the court is not 
established on a sound basis is ad- 
vanced, says the committee, bv those 
{ts jurisdiction 
should he made compulsory and a 
means provided for te enforcement 
of its findings. 


“Tt is significant,” the report says, 
“that the advisory commission of 
eminent judges provided in tts plan 
that the jurisdiction of the court 
should be compulsory, and many 
prominent Americans assent to that 
view, but it is true also that many 
nations are unwilling to go to that 
extent. Of the 46 nations which 
have signed the protocol, 26 have 
not accepted the optional clause 
agreeing to compulsory arbitration, 
and included tn this latter number 
are the great powers—Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan. Those na- 
tions that desire to do so may agree 
at any time to compulsory arbitra- 
tian and those that do not degire to 
do so have ful! liberty of action.

President’s Statement. 

President Coolidge’s statement fol- 
lows: 
“November 11 will be the fifth an- 
niversary of the signing of the Ar- 
mistice which ended the world war.) 
The nations have not yet recovered | 
from that great catastrophe, nor | 
will they recover for some time to 
come. But a great deal of progress 
has been made in that direction. 
Most of the millions of soldiers have 
been returned [nto their civillan oc- 
cupations, and commerce and indus- 
try are tending toward their pre- 
war conditions. The lapse of time 
has mellowed the resentments which 
arose out of the war, and has healed 
many of the wounds that such a 
struerle was hound to mate. 
Obligations to the Disaahled. 
“Tt is greatly to be“hoped that 
we are on the threshold of a new 
era. The Washington conference, 
resulting in the first practical Ilimf!- 
tation of armaments among the na- 
tions of the earth, did much to pro- 
mote peace and good will. In our 
own country, rigid economy has 
brought our expenditures within our 
income, and brought about a reduc- 
tion of war debts. . 


“Our country will remember with 
gratitude on that day those who 
served it with such distinction, and 
renew it sresolve to continue to meet 


its obligations to those who suffered 


injury from their service. But for 
their action, so patriotically per- 
formed, Armistice Day would have 
had quite another meaning for us, 
and for the world. It will not fail, 
either to pay the reverence due to 
the memory of those who did not 
see the end, but died that the end 
might come. 

“Tt is well, also, to recall just what 
this day meant. It meant the end 
ofa war. It ought to mean the per- 
manent return of a peace which 
can only be established through good 
will, and only enjoyed in security 
when it rests on justice. If there 


is to be peace on earth, it will be

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Dras;sed 
into the air by a dirigible, a youth 
fell to his death today at the armys 
aerial circus at Mitchel Field, L. I. 
The TC-2, largest dirigible in the 
army service, had arrived from Abe: - 
deen, Md., for the carnival, and the 
ground crew had grasped the trail 
ropes to anchor her when the eraft 
turned and was caught by the south- 
west breeze. Her nose was pointid 
down for the landing and her ti] 
suddenly shot up. 

Two men on the stern trail ropes 
were lifted off their feetas thev held 
on. One of them, Leroy Harris, an 
enlisted man, let go his rope when 
up 20 feet and landed unhurt. 

Aage Rassmussen, another private, 
held on and before he realized it was 
carried up 200 feet, where he swung 
at the end of the rope. Up in the 
dirigible, Lieut. Bruce N. Martin, in 
command, set about frantically valv- 
ing out the gas so that the cernft 
would come down. 

Landed on His Head. 

For five minutes Rassmussen clung 
to the rope. The dirigible was dv«un- 
pPimg and was only 50 feet above tiie 
grass when Rassmussen's hands vave 
out and he dropped. He turned over 
in the air and landed on his head. He 
was dead when picked up. Had te 
beén able to cling to {he rope! 20 
seconds longer he would have been 
landed. ;

“The decrees of the court,’’ the 


committee states, ‘rest for their en-| 


forcement not upon force, but en- 
tirely upon public opinion. Its dect- 
sions are not controlled or subject 
to review. The court Is independent 
of political influence. It has a dls- 
tinct legal status separate and apart 
from any association of nations. 

“The adherence of the United 
States, with a full voice in electing 
the Judges of the court and with the 
understanding that its statute shall 
not be modified without our consent, 
but without recognition of the 
league or the assumption of any 
cbhligations thereto, would simply 
mean the lending of our moral sup- 
port and some small pecuniary as- 
sistance to the court.” ; 

With regard to the contention thaf 
the court has been erected under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, 
the committee declares that account 
has not been taken of the line of 
cleavage between the court, a judi- 
cial body, and the Icague ,a politi- 
cal organization. 

‘The court did not originate in the 
League of Nations nor in the Ver- 
sailles peace conference,” the com- 
mittee says. ‘It originated in the 
proposal of the United States at the 
first peace conference at The Hague 
in 1899. It was developed and agreed 
upon in its essential features, ex- 
cept the method of selecting judges, 
in The Hague conference of 1907, 
again largely unger the urgency of 
the United States.”’ 

Naming of Judges. 

As to the naming of judges, the 
committee says that it is not advisa- 
ble for the United States to athere 
to the court unless it Is given a voice 
in the election, but calls attention to 
the fact that Secretary Hughes has 
covered this in a reservation. 

With specific reference to the ar- 
sument that through adherence the 
T’nited States would give official re- 
cornition to the League and become 
involved in the League's affairs, the 
committee savs: 

‘That would be taken care of 
through the reservation proposed by 
the Secretary of State, providing 
specifically against legal recognition 
or the assumption of any obligations 
under the covenant of the League.” 

The arcument that the court is not 
established on a sound basis is ad- 
vanced, says the committee, bv those 
who helleve that its jurisdiction 
should he made compulsory and a 
means provided for the enforcement 
of its findings. 

“Tt is significant,” the report says, 
‘that the advisory commission of 
eminent judges provided in tts plan 
that the jurisdiction of the court 
should be compulsory, and many 
prominent Americans assent to that 
view, but it is true also that many 
nations are unwilling to go to that 
extent. Of the 46 nations which 
have signed the protocol, 26 have 
not accepted the optional clause 
agreeing to compulsory arbitration, 
and included ifn this latter number 
are the great powers—Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan. Those na- 
tions that desire to do so may agree 
at any time to compulsory arbitra- 
tian and those that do not degire to 
ao so have full liberty of action, 

Fiistoric Attitude. 

‘“Flistorically, the uniform attitude 
of the United States through a long 
series of arbitration treaties has been 
that it would not give to any tri- 
bemal compulsory Jtrisdiction affect- 
ing our interests upon any class of 
questions.

UNIVERSITY A FUNDAMENTAL 
INSTITUTION OF CIVILIZATION, 
DECLARES DR. BUTLER 


Takes Place by Side of Church and State on 
Moral and Spiritual Side, 
Columbia U. President. 


Says 


Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, pres- 
faent of Columbia University, New 
York City, in an address on “The 
Ritesion of the Modern University” 
st the Gdeon last night, declared the 
American university is resting on a 
fi-mer base than is any other system 
ef higher learning in the world 

The address was part of the pro- 
grum in connection with forma] in- 
sucuration of former Gov. Hadley as 
Chancellor of Washington Univer- 
siiy, an account of which appears 
esewhere in today's Post-Dispatch. 
Ivr. Butler's address, in part, fol- 
lows: 

“The university in its modern 
form is as vet only partially con- 
ecious of ite place in civilization and 
of ite mission. With the sole excep- 
tien of the Christian church and the 
Roman law, the university is now 
the olgest continuing institution in 
the Western world. It is older than 
periiamentary government: it is 
elder than the nations into whose 
faces it looks: ft is older than the 
larguaces which it now speaks and 
older than the sciences which it now 
teaches. 

“That is a very partial and mis- 
lending view of a university which 
recards it merely as a higher type of 
echoo! whose interests are concen- 
trated in the welfare of !te pupils of 
the moment. The university's scho 
ers, both the scholars who teach and 
the scholars who learn. are but the 
instruments of its daily life and 
work: that daily life and work them- 
erlves. howeve?t, are something far 
larger and quite different. 

Takes Piace by Side of Church.

My information today is that 19 of 
the largest breweries in Pastern 
Pennevivania have been seized un- 
der this law, and that they are pad- 
locked, and men are on guard over 
them.

THE REV. DR: LEON HARRISON, Rabbi 
o: Temple Israel: What is the promise at pres- 
ent for international good or il] for the future? 

In my opinion, there 
is af present very lit- 
tle promise of future 
improvement in the re- 
lations of nations to 
each other. There is 
more international an- 
ger and hatred in Eu- 
rope now than before 
the war. The resent- 
ments engendered by 
the war have not been 
mitigated by the Trea- 
ty of Peace, but rather 
intensified. My per- 
sonal observations 
were that the Germans 
hate the French with a deadly hatred, a hatred 
that approaches fury. And mingled with that 
attitude on the part of the French toward the 
Germans is suspicion, and overwhelming ap- 
prehension for the future. There is a war- 
like spirit in Poland and in the Balkans. En- 
sland is regarding the colossal armaments of 
France in submarines and airplanes and a 
standing army of a million men with 
increasing apprehension and anger. We have 
just seen high explosiveness of the 
relation between Italy and Greece. 

Likewise the Reparatjpn Question is an open 
sore, and unless it is settled at once it will 
poison and disorder the international life ‘of 
Europe. 

You can thererore, that BY 
answer to your second question, Are the na- 
tions in closer accord? is in the negative. They 
They are far- 
They have added reasons for dis- 
jealousy, vengeance and fear. 

And yet, if the civilization that we possess 
is to endure, we must clear the air and cut 
out the sore spots in the international body 
politic. This is to be accomplished, in my 
opinion, in two ways. 3 

First, by settling the Reparation Question, 
with the United States as the most powerful 
neutral at the Council Table, to hold the scales 
of justice even, and to help to assess Ger- 
many’s maximum ability to pay. On the basis 
thus agreed upon, France and Germany must 
compose their differences, and Germany fi- 
obligations on terms that will not 
destroy her national credit with the financiers 
of the world. This is the first step toward 
stabilizing Europe. 

The seeond step is to stiffen the backbone 
of the League of Nations by the eatrance on 
whatsoever terms of the United States into the 
league. There is nothing to prevent this en- 
trance save the vague fear of international en- 
tanglements on the part of the American peo- 
ple. This fear could be honestly and complete- 
lv removed by conditions frankly stated of our 
entrance into the league. 

This adhesion of America to the league 
would revitalize that body, already most use- 
ful in organizing and concentrating the pubtic 
opinion of mankind ip regard to international 
difficulties that seem likely to result in war. 
li is evidently better to discuss these difficul- 
ties around the Council Table than to sacrifice 
the lives of millions of our young men in 
the attempt to decide them; a wanton sacri- 
fice, for it settles nothing, and brings the worid 
no nearer to ultimate peace. The bitter need 
cf the world today is for some association of 
nations that will combine on whatever terms 
they choose, to settle the distracted affairs-of 
the world around the Council Table, instead 
of on the battle field. It is a thousand pities 
that in America this greates#of all humani-

mistakable approach to closer accord among 
the different nations or peoples.

As 
much may be true in other countries. I am 
persuaded that the popular response in our 
country to the latest administration measures 
will become more and more pronounced as 
we come to understand how much more effec- 
tive @ popular moral position is than an of- 
ficial diplomatic conversation. In that sense 
democracy has arrived. I am. satisfied that 
some nations are coming closer together. We 
are told that Great Britain is selfishly further- 
ing her own interests in advocating measures 
for the world's rehabilitation. Quite so. I 
should hever charge or credit her with al- 
truism. But so long as she is intelligently 
selfish, she must invite our support for the 
very contrast with the self-destructive policies 
and measures of others. 


The greatest need, therefore, is readiness to 
face facts; which means a willingness to go 
back td the foundation and source of our 
ills. Persistence in the charge of sole guilt 
for the war simply prolongs the agony. In- 
sistence that the Versailles Treaty points the 
way out, only gives that much more time and 
chance for convenient wars and conquest. Let 
Lloyd George upon his next visit add to his 
description of world chaos that he has a right 
to appeal to us because he more than any one 
else is responsible for the appalling disorder 
and threat to civilization. 

Such a confession with the proper elucida- 
tion would point the way to an understanding 
among self-respecting nations and their Gov- 


ernments.

THE FIFTH ANNIVERSARY. 
Fire years ago today France spiritually was on 
top of the world. She had paid a dreadful price 
for her freedom and paid it with a courage and

On Nor. 11, 1918, France commanded the affec- 
tion and admiration of the world in a measure 
which no other nation had ever quite attained. In 
the relief from the scourge of war the hard task 
of rebuilding the shattered structures was tem- 
porarily forgotten and a world that had striven 
and sacrificed and died gave itself up to the ecstasy 


of celebration: but the sentiment everywhere pre- 


vailed that whatever assistance France might need 
in the difficult work of reconstruction would gladly 
be forthcoming. 

That sentiment does not exist today. French 
policy has killed it. Today France is the most 
powerful military nation in the world, but spir- 
jiwally she is almost bankrupt. She has reduced 
ler historic enemy. Germany. to penury and de- 
moralization. but she has forfeited the confidence 
of her historic friends. 

The pound-of-flesh attitude of France towards 
Germany is attributed to the fear of a rehabilitated 
enemy. That fear can be understood and sympathy 
can be felt with the determination of France to se- 
cure herself against another invasion. But the 
statesmen of France. seeminglr, have failed to take 
account of the epocha! political effects of the war.

they have just emerged. The very purpose of the 
great war. all foreign offices assured us. was to 
free the peoples of the world from tyrannical govr- 
ernment. Yet domestic despotisms. based upon 
swollen military establishments. have succeeded 
almost everywhere in Europe among the victorious 


ellies. At no time since the passing of the Holy 


Alliance in 1848 has the principle of representa- 


tive government been so thoroughly discredited as 
at the moment of its greatest apparent triumph. 


If we turn back a century we will observe the 


same phenomena, not only in the rise of Napoleon 
as Emperor upon the wreckage of the “Rights of 
Man’’ in Fraace, but in the successful European 
conspiracy of the King of Prussia. the Emperor of

LORD CURZON: In some respects the world 
has made progress since the armistice was 
signed. The success of the Washington con- 
ference consituted a notable step toward’ the 
reduction of armaments and permanent peace. 
After tedious months of intricate negotiations 
peace seems to have been restored in‘the Near 
East. Central Europe has regained important 
elements of stability. Nearer home the situa- 
tion remains obscure and anxious: The allies 
still lack a common and constructive reparation 
policy. Germany is in danger of falling into 
unplumbed depths of social and economic dis- 
ruption, but even upon that somber spectacle a 
ray of light has at last been thrown. You ask 
how @est the future prosperity and stability 
of the world may be secured. Ihave no hesita- 
tion in answering that it must be by the exer- 


cise of those qualities of tolerance and co- . 


operation which are the vital elements in the 
civilization of which our countries are justly 
prou@. The spirit and proceedings of the Im- 
perial Conference now meeting in London and, 
last but not least, the recent announcement by 
our Government of its determination not to 
stand aloof from any new effort that we and 
our allies may decide to make in unison to- 
ward the framing of a final and equitable set- 
tlement of the reparation problem, combine to 
show that those qualities are not extinct in the 


world.

The chief hope is the principle of in- 
ternational amity and justice expressed in the 
League of Nations The whole structure. of 
Europe is disrupted. France is the chief dis- 
turber. No real reconstruction is possible ex- 
cept by a moral revulsion, Britain and the 
United States are the only possible leaders. 


JOHN MAYNARD KEYNES: In reply to 
your question about the world’s greatest need, 
I would say: To burn people’s hearts wifh 
words; to persuade with words that peace is 
the need of every big and little country. Will 
you join in? 


EARL OF BALFOUR: Some nations have 
decidedly drawn closer together, notably the 
British Empire and the United States. On the 
other hand, some of 
the Continental na- 
tions have found a 
basis for new friction. 
The prospects at the 
moment are distress- 
ing. Inflation of cur- 
rency, which is a per- 
nicious form of capi- 
tal has done 
much damage to the 
‘‘morale’’ of the peo- 
ple of the world, and 
it is discouraging that. 
after five years, it is 
still pursued in some 
directions. I feel] that 
we have about reached the peak of the world's 
troubles and anxieties and from now on we can 
look for some steady improvement, but we 
have not yet got down to the point where goods 
can be produced in sufficient quantities to em- 
ploy the labor of the world and solid to people 
whose buying power has been reduced and 
paralyzed b¥ the waste of war. Until this point 
is reached and more confidence established in 
the future, real prosperity cannot be antici- 
pated.

The policy of nationality is so 
difficult for Americans to understand. It ap-

The men and women of Europe are living in 
a world where economic disorganization con- 
dcemns workers to unemployment, and financial 
catastrophe reduces to nothing their savings 
and pensions. The world seeks peace, but I 
repeat, even if,men cherish in their hearts the 
sentiment of justice, 50 years will net be too 
long for the establishment of universal peace. 


RENE VIVIANI, former Premier and dele- 
gate to the League of Nations: Union between 
the nations is an indisputable necessity. France 
is ready to co-operate with any nation for that 
purpose. Before entering economic agree- 
ments, howéver, we must obtain military guar- 
antees, for they are a primary condition of the 
reconstruction of the economic edifice. Another 
important element in the restoration of world 
peace conditions is the resumption of normal 
trade intercourse with Russia, who is exceed- 
ingly wealthy; and her co-operations is likely 
to be highly beneficial to Europe and even to 
America if she could export the surplus of her 
mines and agricultural resources.

But this salutary sentiment can produce no 
results whatever in the world of realities so 
long as both conquerors and conquered are un- 
able, after the exhaustion of the war, to catch 
again their normal breath. Before all of its 
potential powers for good can be realized, the 
League of Nations will have to wait until the 
peoples themselves rise to overcome their re- 
sentments and to offer spontaneous ‘sympathy 
one to another. The League cannot create friend- 
ship among nations; only when that friendship 
already comes into existence will the league be 
a full and blissful reality. 

As it is impossible to go back to the pre- 
war conditions of life, and most dangerous 
both for the individual and the community to 
be subjected long to the abnormal pressure 
brought on by the war and not relaxing since, 
it is imperative to establish a new standard 
as regards all phases of daily life. private and 
public, social, economic and political. For na- 
tions to attain this the first condition is that 
all the people of a nation and al] the nations 
work in patience and honesty: ther should 
work without looking backward, without at- 
tempting to build for a distant future, but work 
just for today and tomorrow. 

A second condition would be that each and 
every country throw overboard the suspicious 
under which it labors at home and abroad, and 
hereafter base its policy on facts. These re- 
marks refer clearly to the European nations 
which have been involved in the World War. 
Obviously they do not refer to America. 

As to America, that continent represents the 
orly forces already working in a practical war 
t» bring nations more closely together and 
working too in many ways.

At that con 
ference Secretary Hughes succeeded in eventu 
ally evolving a working formula that met the 
cencurrence of all.

Arthur Covell had been for years a bedridden 
invalid, hopelessly stricken by paralysis.

He lived in a shack by the sea- 
side, and was regarded in the vicinity with 
mixed pity and awe. He was held in awe be-

Performed Mandate of the Stars 


The cripple, when visited at the hospital, 
confessed his guilt without hesitation. Yes, he 
had planned the murder of his sister-in-law, 
and being unable to execute it himself, had im- 
pressed his nephew as a tool and dupe. But he 
was not to blame. He himself was also a mere 
tool, performing the mandates of the stars. It 
was not his fault that the planets had chos®n 
him to achieve their ends.

Local pilot of U. S. Army believes that 
in triangular flying we are close to the 
limit of man’s endurance—Another ex- 
pert warns that, while 1000 miles an 
hour is mechanically poss*sle, “there is 
a human element which may make it 
impossible” es os 


PEED, which makes pocsible the flight of 
heavier-than-air machin «4. is indispensabie 
_ for the safety of aviators. Many and many 
a pilot, . when his engine went wrong or t'> 
‘Se gasoline failed, has tumbled down to seri- 
ous injury or death. He had lost his safe- 

guard— speed. 

And now that same speed. whieh is his salvati-re, 
looms up as a menace to the flier when he shall 
attain a very high rate of miles an hour. It is pos- 
sible that some pilot in the fnture, shattering al! pre- 
vious records, will pay for that feat with his life. 

This hypothetical pilot will not die in a crash to 
earth, but from the physical strain of flying through 
the air more swiftiv than human body ever trav- 
eled before. 

Already. speeds which would have appeared im- 
possible and absurd, a few years ago, are now just 
around the corner. Steadily, the engineering prob- 
ieins of faster flight are being -olved. But will 
there be limitations imposed by the human frame? 

The question has been the snhiect of earnest dis- 
eussion since the recent International Air Races 

St. Lonis and the.great achievement there of 
Lieut. A. J. Williams, U. S. Nary. 

Lieut. Williams won the Pulitzer Trophy race 
world’s -speed classic and final event in the three- 
day meet. and in doing so he maintained an average 
faie Of 243.67 miles an hour over a distance of 
‘24.28 miles. The course was triangular, approxi- 
nately 10 miles te a side. So tremendous was his 
‘peed that in roundimg the turns he became uncon- 
SCIOUS. 

“I went out cold as I turned the pylons.” said 
Lieut. Williams, afterwards. 

The lapse of consciousness lasted only a very few 
seconds each time, during which the flyer must 
have controlled his plane automatically, and today 
Lieut. Williams, holding the world's record for swift 
flight, is none the worse for his experience. 


Why the triumphant pilot became unconscious will 
be explained further on, in the words of an army 
medical officer whois also an aviation expert. The 
most arresting feature of what happened to Lieut. 
Williams, a@ young man of superb physique and an 
experienced flier, is the menace of what may hat- 
pen to pilots in raees still to be sailed 

Lieut. Williams’ speed added more than seven 
miles an hour to the highest speed which had been 
eificially registered prior to the recent Pulitzer 
Trophy race. And the superseded record of 236.58 
miles an hour was maintained for only one kilo- 
meter, on a Straightaway course. The officially esti- 
mated speed of Lieut. RusseH L. Maughan, U.. S. 
Army, who won the Pulitzer Trophy race in 1922, 
at Detroit, was 206 miles an hour. 


But already the pilots of army. nayy and marine’ 


corps, a8 well as the men who design and build 
heavier-than-air craft, are planning to eclipse Lieut. 
Williams’ record as soon as they get the chance. 
Therefore,-it is pertinent to ask what the utmost 
possibility of air speed will be, and whether the 
maximum of miles an hour will be set’ by engineer- 
ing difficulties or by the limitations of the human 
body. 

With regard to racing on triangular  courseg, 
there seems to be a pretty general opinion among 
pilots that sooner or later a speed boundary will be 
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reached which none may cross and live. It appears 
probabie that in such flying nature mas established 
her own speed limits, and a dire penalty for viola- 
tion thereof. As to straightaway flying, tnere is 
more diversity of opinion, but an expectation of very 
much higher speed records than have yet been 
made.

has any conception of the pressure against which
